Just now the industrial situation in the 
id Country presents a problem of such dimensions as to stagger the 
host sober-minded-—or, rather. the shock is likely to be the greater 
in proportion to mental sobriety as opposad to reckless hot-

escribable hardships and privations, to say nothing of & severe and 

: vexatious discipline, while facing daily perils—" all for a

Pniners (many of them the same ‘men, though by no means all, for a 
Marge proportion_were rightly exemp!) are jeopardising the whole 
ature of the Empire. On these occasions sweeping assertions are 
Bpt to be advanced, when the need for weighing words is of the 
st importance: yet the observation just made ig surely but a 
statement of simple fact. Besides the mines themselves, the 
eat bulk of industry is in consequence threatened with 
slocation, including shipping, upon which, with coal, the nation’s 
prosperity has been founded. As if this were not sufficient a strike 
of the railwaymen is impendiog.—unless it has already occurred— 
land there is danger that the transport workers generally will follow 
suit. Irrespective.of a rdilwaymen's. strike tha train services have 
had to be curtailed, and report speaks of the reimposition—doubtless 
Hudicious, and even imperative—of rationing. Worse still, the 
fminers, having started this widespread catastrophe by cessing 
iwork, loudly threaten a suicidal sequel in the form of allow- 
ing the cines to become flooded. Compared with this 
wholesale. work ’of devastation the acts of svbetuge that bave 
feharacterizei ‘Continental strikes and have crept into Britisb 
industrial conflicts during the last year or so are insignificant. The 
Premier indicated the gravity of this menace when he stated that 
flooding the mines "meant that they would be destroyed for ever 
-more.” . 


What is the caus? of the whole calamity? The miners, after-a 
feaccession of increases in pay that must core clogeta_a record, 
tdemand a further 2’- per day. despite reduced production. This is at 
Fa time when the consumer Is already paying over £3 per ton for the 

-Cheepes: variety (more than‘treble the pre-war figure),and a time 
when coal is of primary importance in the re-establishment ofindus- 
try. It would be a lengthy task to present completa figures in'reletion 
to remuneration, the more so.as rates vary in different parts of the 
country, in which connection it may be noted that the most highly- 
F paid area, South Wales, has generally been the storm-centre. Is 
this to be taken as a token of inadequate recompense? One or two

Shipping Fares. 

‘ Perhaps tha best way fo des- 
cribe the feelings af thosa likely 
to be affected by the most rerent 
incteasa in “the P. and QO. Com- 
pany’s fares is to aay that their 
worst “aata have bean realised. 
Some little time ago, Lord Inch- 
capa, the Chsirman of the Com- 
pany, made public some figures 
regarding ‘tha heavily increased 
cost of operating she Company's 
vessels, showing that, despite full 
bookiags, on @ Facent run of ono 
of the P. and QO. Boats a big lass 
war sustained om the passenger 
trathe. Shipping ‘Companies are 
no,, of caurse, ‘run for charity. 
and thus. there need ba 
littlesurprise at this re-raising of 
fares, unwelcome though itis, But 
tothink that a first-class passage 
Home from Hongkong now costs 
clesa on £150 is enough to -give 
intending Home-goers the cold 
shivers. But itis a fact, none the 
lesa, and if the present coal strike 
proves to be ai all protracted we 
may even see that figure over- 
stepped. It’s all a case of the 
increasad cost of living. Moat of 
us ara earning more money than 
we “wate in pre-war days, 
admittedly, but with riging costs 
in every direction very few 
of us are benefited from 
the circumstance. One thing is 
certain—that if fares go very 
much higher many people will be 
inclined to put off going on leave 
until there is some prospect of a 
drop in rates. It’s really a serious 
business. What isa trifle puzzi- 
ing is that there is such wide 
divergence in tho fares charged 
by the various Companies. On 
one line it is, we believe,’ passible 
to mako the trip Home for less 
than £80, on another 2102 is 
charged, whilst the rate which 
inspires-these_few comments is 
£146. Bot maybe the time will 
soon come when even these firs:- 
mentioned lower ratea will be but 
remembrances of the past. Then 
some of us will have to stay out 
East for evermore! 


Then and Now. 

There has boen quite a deal 
written in the local press of late 
on tbe subject. of education, and 
fault has, very justifiably we 
think, been found with the pre- 
sent inadequate staffing of the 
European schools. Bot there ia 
ane point in connection with 
local education that has scarcely 
been emphasised as it deserves. 
In the whole of our educational 
facilities there is little or no 


provision for instruction that will] 


fit boys for an industrial career. 
Thera is 2 distant danger in this, 
as can best ba pointed out by 
quoting a very interesting opinion 
expressed by Dr. Eitel, who was 
Inspector of Schools here in 
1887. fn the course of bis annual 
report he stated that “ the edaca- 
tional movement of the Colony 
received a considerable stimulus 
in the year 1846 by the introd’uc- 
tion of the system of the Cam- 
bridge Local Examinations and 
by the arrangements made for 
establishing a Medical School in 


‘leounection with the Alice Merm- 


orial Hospital, admission ta which 
may soon betome a keenly 
contested prize, like the Scholar- 
ships of the Colony, if the s:udents 
receive regular and progressive 
teacbing. With the increase of 
stimulants tending to promote 
mental exertion, it behoves educa- 
tionists also ta Keep an.eye on 
the encroaches which stimulated 
mental exertion is. especially in 
this climste, liable to make 
ropon “health, and- to discern 
at an early stage ‘what 
children are and what childreo 
are not fitted for the severe aod 
protracted éxertion of the mind 
called forth by a multiplication 
of competitive examinations. In 
this Colony, where there is hardly 
any sphere for «the industrial 
edutation of the children of 
European “and Portuguese 
residents; the tendency which 
Mr. Gladstone has described as 
the fault of modern educatiorr, is 
specially strong, viz, to over- 
crowd the professions that 
depend upon.the mind as distin 

guished from those dependent on 
the hand. Theré is serious risk 
in trying might/ and maio to fit 
young people for. the learned and 
clerical professions that they 
may be ‘spoiled for handicraft 
only,in order to discover too late 
that they have not the natural 
gifts indispensable to success in 
the more intellectual order.” And 
those. very words might hav 

been written to-day. :

charged, and that many had been 
there for over two months and 
were still unable to obtain dock- 
ing space. : Tha lighters wore 
pilot high with goods covered 
with tarpaulin, while the piers 
and docks were crowded with 
both perishable aod non-perish- 
abla cargo. The railroads are 
said. to be in the same condi- 
tion, and it is impossible 
to get transportation to mare 
shipmants to the interior 
The traific going into Havana is 
100 par cent. greater than before 
the’ War, but the number of 
Customs officials hua not been 
increased. and they are only 
capable of handling the pre-war 
volume of imports. Since last 
November the position has been 
compHeated by numerous strikes, 
and at the’ time the . officials 
reported, the organiaed dock 
workers of the United Frait 
Company were on strike, with the 
result that the docks were being 
worked by convicts from the 
Cuban prisons under military 
guards. It is pointed oat that 
more than a million and a half 
bags of rice are now awaiting 
delivery, most of which is report- 
ed to have been purchased by 
speculators, who, following the 
recent drop in prices have re 
fosed to accep: delivery. One 
reason assigned for the great 
increase in thé imports of 
Havana is that the inhabitants 
are “drunk with money ™ obtain- 
ed from sugar profits, and that 
they have ordered yoods regard- 
leas of the ability of the ports to 
deal with them. The recom- 
mendations of the officials are to 
be announced later.
